“I wish that every 
dental assistant in America could see the 
American Cancer Society's film, “Self 
Breast-Examination. “One of the Louisi- 
ana societies arranged for a showing of 
this film at a local meeting, with a promi- 
nent Surgeon present to discuss it and 
answer questions. As a result two mem- 
bers, who were present, learned upon 
consulting a Physician that they were in 
need of medical attention. The reports 
in both cases were favorable; and we owe 
a debt of gratitude to this Program 
Chairman for arranging this program. I 
feel that the lives of many other dental 
assistants might be saved through the 
viewing of this wonderful film. I sin- 
cerely wish that every Program Chairman 
would include it in her program for the 
year.” 

We sincerely hope that you will call 
the office of your local chapter of the 
American Cancer Society, and arrange 
for a showing of it at an early date. We 
need not be reminded of the importance 
of detection of these conditions at an early 
stage. 


As an additional suggestion we offer 
the following: A recent A. D. A. News 
Letter contains the information that the 
Council on Dental Health of the Ameri- 
can Dental Association has prepared a 
series of 2x2 slides, entitled “Fluoridation 
in the Prevention of Caries.”

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HOW DOES YOUR SMILE MEASURE UP?

Have you ever thought much about a 
smile? What is a smile? Well, everyone 
knows what a smile is, but did you know 
that a sincere, warm, friendly smile is 
one of our most valued possessions? It is 
a magic key—it unlocks doors and hearts 
alike, and its wearer is welcome any- 
where he goes. A smile has the power 
to dispel fear, prejudice, anger, sorrow 
and loneliness; and yet how often do we 
fail to take full advantage of this great 
power and favor someone with an extra 
moment and the flash of a smile. Un- 
fortunately, the word has been abused, 
and resulted in “Smiles of Convenience.”

You 
can feel the effect of the “Chain Reaction 
Smile,” which is the one you see someone 
wearing as he walks down the street, and 
although he may be a stranger to you his 
smile is infectious—and you smile too. 


Do you recall the first dental assistant 
association meeting you attended? Do you 
tecall that you felt alone, maybe a little 
afraid as you entered the room? Perhaps 
you remember a girl who smiled at you 
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and said, “Do come in, we're glad to 
have you.” It has been seven years since 
my first meeting, and I not only remem- 
ber the girl, but I remember her name, 
although the names of people I met only 
last week might elude me. What was so 
important about that smile that I can 
remember it so clearly after seven years, 
and perhaps will remember it for many 
years to come? I have had many smiles 
since, yet that one stands out in my mind. 
Why? Because the moment I entered the 
meeting room, alone and a little afraid, 
it would have been much easier to have 
turned and run, then one girl extended 
her hand, smiled sincerely and welcomed 
me. Her smile and warm greeting said 
that she wanted to meet me, and that 
she wanted me to meet and know her 
group, she wanted me to be one of this 
group. Naturally, I responded to her wel- 
come, my fears faded, my loneliness dis- 
appeared, I was glad that she was there, 
and that I had not obeyed my impulse 
to run. You can be sure I will not soon 
forget that girl. If it was not for that girl, 
and many others like her, who have 
smiled and welcomed visitors to the meet- 
ings throughout the years, the ADAA 
would not have enjoyed the growth that 
it has. If all of us should be guilty of fail- 
ing at just one meeting each per year, to 
play the role of “that one girl” there is no 
way of estimating the number of worth- 
while members we would fail to attract. 
Many of us may find it difficult to 
put forth an effort to be friendly, and 
welcome people we do not know. Some 
are not endowed with the natural talent, 
some are shy and retiring. You need not 
“gush” or be insincere—you are pleased 
to have the dental assistant who is not 
a member visit your meetings—so just 
be natural—just greet her with the smile 
that says, “Do come in, we're glad to

Let us 
not jeopardize our position by assuming that we have arrived, once 
we become certified. There is still much to be learned.
